The. World Economic Conference now meeting in London constitutes | 
what is probably the greatest assemblage of nations ever convened in the| 
history of the world. In his. opening address, Premier Ramsay MacDonald 
declared: “There is gteater authority gathered-in this hall than has perhaps | 
ever been brought under one roof in the world’s history.” 

Sixty-seven. nations are represented in this momentous conference, or @ 
larger number of separate national units than most people had knowledge 
existed. But it is not alone the size of the gathering that makes it outstand- 
ing in importance among. all great world economic conferences; rather. it is | 
the fact that, for the first time since the Great War, it is composed of 
Government plenipotentiaries with the power to act. 

As one well known economic authority points out, there have been many |} 
economic conferences in the past ten years, but they were composed of 
experts-who were called upon merely to advise, but without authority to 
commit their Governments, The present conference is quite different; it is 
made up of representatives of the Governments of all nations, clothed with 
authority to reach definite agreements, thereby committing those Govern- 


ments to exert their power and authority to secure ratification. of such) 


agreements by their various. legislative bodies. There is, therefore, hope} 
that definite action will result. 

Whether such action does result depends, says the economic authority | 
already quoted, upon the answer to a fundamental question. Will the Gov- | 
ernments really turn their backs on the ideal of national self-sufficiency, and 
try to rebuild prosperity on a basis of interdependence and mutual benefit in | 
international trade, even though that may involve a’ modification of their | 
present national policies? If so, then there is no reason why. the Conference | 
should not be, a great success. But, if not, there is little hope of preventing | 
a drift into even greater depression, the ultimate outcome of which no man) 
can foretell. ;
